from the Island of Cuba, dominated by 
Spain, we should afford Its inhabitants 
an untrammeled opportunity to estab- 
lish a free and independent constitu- 
tional government, dsrivtng Its powers 
from the con»eut. of the governed; and 
we remind the country that congress, 
In the resolutions which declared war, 
resolved that the United States hereby 
disclaims any disposition or intention 
to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control over said island, except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserts its de- 
termination, when that is accomplish- 
ed, to leave the government and con- 
trol of the island to its people.

Following is a letter from popular 


Matt Thompson, of C. H, to his 
'ather and mother, by^whose permis- 
sion we are indebted for its publica- 
tion: 


Guayama, Aug. 15.—I have not 


lad time to write for several days. 
We were on out-post duty for two 
days, about one and one-half miles 
out of Guayama, on the furthermost 
post, and within sight of the enemy's 
works, which is situated on top of a 
mountain. 
I stood guard duty one 


night. 1 was on a post up a side hol- 
low, and it was the last post out in 
that direction. There were three of 
us on it, and I had the- watch from 
11 p. m. 'till 3 a. m. 
We sat behind 


some bushes with loaded and cocked 
guns in hand, with, orders to halt 
three times and then shoot. 
I had 


the worst: watch of the lot, but it 
was 
exciting enough to keep us 


awake, but maybe you would not 
think it, but within ten minutes 
after the next man had taken my post 
I was asleep. Day before yesterday 
we broke camp and the second and 
third battalions of our regiment made 
a circle and came around through the 
mountains to the rear of the enemy 
and would have been in a fight inside 
of an hour, when an aide of Genera! 
Brookes' came up to usandannonncec 
that hostilities wero suspended. 
We 


were within about five hundred yard 
of the rear of the enemy and were to 
lay in ambush for them while the 
artillery shelled them from the front 
To show how near we were to the 
fight, the artillery had the projectile1 
placed in their guns and were jus' 
ready to put the shell in when they 
were notified to cease. 
The marcl 


out and back was between fifteen and 
twenty miles, and part of it was up a 
steep mountain path and we waded a 
small creek half a dozen times. 
Th 


road was strewed with shelter tents 
haversacks and other equipments, a 
the boys started to throw their stuff 
away after they had marched twc 
miles. They stayed together alrigh 
going out, but coming back thej 
straggled in most any old way. 
Th 


regiment arrived at Guayama day be 
fore yesterday and it was yesterday 
noon before every one showed up 
They were the maddest lot of boys 
have seen for a while when we founr 
that the fight was off, as near! 
everyone in the company was jus 
spoiling for a fight. Yesterday after 
noon we pitched our large tents on 
hill-side on the outskirts of the town 
and expect to stay here until we gi 
home. Everyone seems to think'tha 
it will be permanent peace, and

Day before yesterday morning 


we had a can of corned beef issued to 
us and about twenty hard-tack. This 
was two days' rations, and as we have 
had no chance to forage we have run 
short, but will have plenty now, as a 
new issue is just being given out to 
each company. The boys guyed me 
a good deal about my sheep and said 
when I got home and they saw me 
walking down street they were going 
to yell "sheep thief" at me, but after 
I started it I guess there were at 
least half a dozen more killed that 
day and the next. 


I am feeling well and stood the 


march lots better than a good many 
did.

into Spanish mone} and ogt 82.00 for 
SI.00. Fruit is cheap and plenty.

bought ten limes (they are half the

The weather is fine. It is about 
he same as we have at home during 
flay. At least it does not seem to 
me as hot here now as at home dur- 
ng August.

We have had nearly all kinds of 


juarters. but for a few days we were 
uartered in a good building, where 
ve had a stone bath tub, supplied by 
vater works, and I tell you the boys 
njoyed it and kept it going all the 
.ime. 


We have not received more than 


ibout twenty-five letters from home, 
and they were old letters that were 
orwarded 
from 
Cliickamaaga.

iave not received any yet, but they 
ay there are carloads of mail down 


Ponce, about thirty miles 
from 


here, and I expect that some of tbese 
days we will a get an armload.

RemoTlnc Kast From Iron, 


The accumulation of rust on iron nr- 
clesia'so annoying that any simple 
irocess of removing it will bo received 
•ith great satisfaction by a large uum- 
cr of persons. The following directions 
ro given: Attach a piece of ordinary 
iuc to the articles and then let them 
ie in water to ivhich a little sulphuric 
cid is added. They should be left im- 
mersed for several days or a week, nutil 
ho rust has entirely disappeared, the 
line depending on how deeply tbey 
vere rusted. 
If there is much rust, a 


ittle sulphuric acid should be udded 
occasionally. The essential part of tho 
process is that tho KIUC must be iu good 
electrical contact with the iron. A good 
way is to twist an iron wire tightly 
around the object and connect this with 
tho x.inc, for which a remuaiit of a bat- 
;cry zinc is suitable, as it has a binding 
post. 


Besides the simplicity of this process, 


it has tho great advantage that the iron 
itself is not attacked in the least as long 
as tho zinc is in good electrical contact 
with it. 
Delicati- pieces of mechanism 


which have become badly rusted can he 
cleaned by wrapping a galvanized wire 
around them instead of the zinc, iu 
which case tho acid should not be too 
strong. "When the rrtst is all cut off, the 
articles will appoar dark gray or black. 
They must then he thoroughly wa.shsd 
and oiled. 
It is well to warm thfriu 


ighiiy when dry .so that tho oil may 
>e inoi-o easily-sink into the surface. 
Vhfro there are sharp edges and fine 
vork this process is said to he emineuc 
y satisfactory.— Sew York Ledger. 


The l>evil Tree. 


Tho devil, dragon or octopus tree, as 


it is variously called iu the different 
stories told of it, is one of those travel- 
ers' myths which by diut of repetition 
have worked their way into public be- 
lief. The man eating or devil tree is, 
according to the story, a huge plant 
somewhat resembling ft palm, aave that 
the central fronds are provided with 
sharp teeth, which, when the leaves 
are folded over toward the center, grasp 
with a death grip the. man or animal 
unfortunate enough to be inclosed with- 
in. Iu some of the stories this tree is 
also provided with long arms, which 
reach out and seize unwary travelers, 
raise their bodies in tha air and drop 
them iuto the center of the circle of 
devouring leaves. 


It is hardly necessary to say that 


there is uo such tree and that the story 
has its origin in tho dangers of travers- 
ing a tropical thicket, where travelers 
have received serious injuries,from fall- 
ing over vines and among thorny plants, 
where men are frequently attacked and 
killed by serpents. The devil tree is lo- 
cated by various story tellers iu Borneo, 
iu Sumatra and iu the forest recesses of 
other tropical islands, aud whenever 
inquiry is made for it it; is to be found 
somewhere else.—St. Louis Globo-Dem- 
ocrat.
